Confidential Informant T-5 advised she became a member of the 
Professional Branch of the Communist Party about 1937. She further stated 
she became acquainted with subject, whose photograph she identified, about 
June 1938, In this connection, she stated several Communist Party meetings 
were held for the purpose of holding a caucus tol nominate Democratic del- 
egates for the 37th Legislative District for the state of Washington, ‘The 
idea advanced at these meetings was to nominate Communists as Democratic 
delegates. According to informant, subject was very active in this cam 
paign and was himself nominated as a delegate to the Bistrict Convention 
or caucus. However, because considerable friction arose as a result of 
subject writing the letter on the Communist Party stationery dgescribing 
himself as Section Organizer, the Party decided it was best to withdraw 
his name as a delegate. Informant further stated as a result of the friction 
subject left that district and she had therefore not attended many meetings 
with him since. According to informant the Professional Branch or group 
sougnt to conceal its identity from other Communist Party members. According 
to the informant the expressed policy of the Communist Party was to elect 
members of the Party on the Democratic ticket if possible, but if such were 
impossible then elect those who were friendly to them. Informant also stated 
subject openly admitted writing the letter herein referred to. She further 
Stated she left the Communist Farty about June 1939 and could not therefore _ 
furnish any further information concerning its activities, 


Confidential Informant 1-6, on inspecting the photograph of sub- 
ject, identified it as being the photograph of the person she knew. as a 
HAROLD JOHNSON, whom, she,stated was a member of the Building Service Union 
and in company with MORRIS(RAPPORT operated a service station on East 
Madison Street. Informant ‘stated she wes formerly a member of the Communist 
Party and attended numerous party meetings with subject. He organized 
Branch #10 and because of his activities was promoted to dowvmtown section 
organizer, Informant, who has previously furnished this office reliable 
information, concerning members of the Communist Party, stated subject was 
ambitious, radical, an agitator, a "crackpot" and in her opinion dangerous, 
He would do whatever he was told, providing he felt he would benefit there- 
by. He was opposed to the Trotskyites. His plan was for the Communist : 
Party to infiltrate ihto the Democratic Party. Informant further stated in 
her opinion subject was ignorant, having only a third grade education, and 
could hardly read or write. He w&S formerly a janitor for a short time at 
the insurance building at Second Avenue and Madison, Informant further ’ 
stated subject was argood friend to the negroes in the Party and ‘got along - |

Confidential Informant T-7 advised subject had been receiving 
mail at Route 1 Box 120A since about Yctober 1942. He further Stated he 
had not seen subject and therefore could not identify him. According to 
informant subject receives no newspapers or magazines in the mail and only 
a few personal letters, 

F, M. IMHOFF, Chief of Police, Kent, Washington, advised he had no 
record of subject. : 


On December 18, 1942 subject, together with one ly asset 
called at the Seattle Field Cffice for the purpose of infor ning this office 
that an unknown individual was distributing copies of Mtnell stant! at 
their place of employment, the Associated Shipyards, Seattle. Subject and 
DECKER were interviewed by Special Agents BRENTON S$. GORDON and JOHN D. 
FURRH of this office. Subject and DECKER in substance declared that the 
unknown subject of thejr complaint constantly cursed the administration 
and quoted one ae arc on economic theories. They also complained 
that the unknown subjéct described the present war as "a phoney war", 
According to subject, the unknown subject was supposed to have cursed, Russia 
and it was believed. that unknown subject's dislike of Russia was based on 
some past difficult between TROTSKY and STALIN. They also stated the un- 
known «subject: insisted upon bringing up past activities of political groups 
which had nothing to do with the present international situation. JOHNSTON 
and DECKER refused to elaborate on this last statement but Special Agents 
GORDON and FURRH noted that it was possible that the subject of JOHNSTON 
and DECKER's complaint had been critical of hasty and apparently illogical 
changes in the Communist Party line. It will be noted that the one sub- 
ject referred to by JOHNSTON and DECKER has been identified as HARRYXLUL, 
who has been most active in distributing Trotskyite literature and is known 
to be a severe and outspoken critic of the Stalinists. Agents GORDON and 
PURRH also noted JOHNSTON did most of the talking, but presented a cautious 
and reserved attitude when any topic of conversation was brought up ex- 
cepting that of the subject of his complaint LUX. JOHNSTON was insistent 
that something be done to stop LUX, whom he described as being: a saboteur 
of morale in the labor unit. He asserted that he'was a member of the 
Machinists local #79, A.F. of L., a chief steward for all crafts in the-Assoc- 
iated Shipyards, a member of the Labor Management Committee of the yard, 
JOHNSTON also stated that the members of the Management Committee fully 
realized that this was the peoples’ war and that it would require the unified 
cooperation of everyone in order to win it. He also stated that when. the 
Labor Management Committee was ofiginally formed there’ were some.selfish 
money-seeking "defeatists" type of men representing labor on-the committee’

MEMORANDUM FOR

Ll refer to Mr. L. M. C. Smith's memorandum to me dated June 28, 
1943, which reviews the history, development, and meaning of the Special 
Case work and of the danger classifications that were made as a part of 
that work. 


After full re-consideration of these individual danger classifica- 
tions, I am satisfied that they serve no useful purpose. The detention 
of alien enemies is being dealt with under the procedures established 
py the Alien Enemy Control Unit. The Special Case procedure has been 
found to be valueless and is not used in that connection. There is no 
statutory authorization or other present justification for keeping a 
“custodial detention” list of citizens. The Department fulfills its 
proper functions by investigating the activities of persons who may have 
violated the law. It is not aided in this work by classifying persons 
as to dangerousness. 


Apart from these general considgrations, it is now clear to me that 
this classification system is inherently unreliable. The evidence used 
for ‘the purpose of making the classifications was inadequate; the stand- 
ards applied to the evidence for the purpose of making the classifica- 
tions were defective; and finally, the notion that it is possible to 
make 2 valid determination as to how dangerous @ person is in the ab- 
stract and without reference to time, environment, and other relevant 
circumstances, is impractical, unwise, and dangerous. 


For the foregoing reasons I am satisified that the adoption of this 
classification system was 4 mistake that should be rectified for the 
future. Accordingly, I direct that the classifications heretofore made 
should not be regarded as classifications of dangerousness or as a

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determination of fact in any sense. In the future, they should 
not be used for any purpose whatsoever. Questions raised as to 
the status or activities of a particular person should be dis~ 
posed of by consideration of all available information, but 
without reference to any classification heretofore made. 


A copy of this memorandum should be placed in the file 
of each person who has hitherto been given a classification. In 
addition, each card upon which a classification appears should be 
atamped with the following language: 


"THIS CLASSIFICATION IS UNRELIABLE. IT IS 
HEREBY CANCELLED, AND SHOULD NOT BE USED 

AS A DETERMINATION OF DANGEROUSNESS OR OF

Glenn Glenord Kinney has used the aliases Glen Kenny and Glenn 
Kelly and is believed to be idéntical with the subject of your inquiry. He 
was born on May 16, 1900, at Ellensburg, Washington, He had a common-law wife, 
Beatrice Kinney, and there is one son as a result of this relationship, James 
Lloyd Kinney, born August 28, 1933. Glenn Kinney served in the United States 
Marine Corps from November 23, 1920, to November 23, 1922, receiving an 
honorable discharge. From 1936 to 1939 Kinney was Assistant Business Agent 
and Organizer of tne Machinists Union, Local 79, and at the present time is 
employed by the Pacific Marine Supply Company, Seattle, Washington. 


Kinney is. a known member of the Communist Party in the State of 
Washington and is active in its affairs. He is reported to be a long-time 
member of the Communist Party, having attended the National Convention of the 
Communist Party. in New York City in 1936. It is alleged that from 1936 through 
192 he was a leader of the Communist faction in the Machinists Union. One 
Clifford 4, Stone testified in November, 190, at a hearing of the Aeronaturical 
Mechanics Union, Local 751, that Kinney with other had solicited members for 
the Communist Party. In December, 1943, Kinney was reelected Vice President of 
Local 79, International Association of Machinists, but regularly functions as *
